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The Port Arthur Situation 


London, November 30.—A4 dispatch 
from Tokio states that /ithe 
Japanese before Port Arthur 
desiare that the retreat 
to Laotie will be cui o%f and it is not 
unlikely that Laotie will be simul- 
tanously attacked in the final assauit. 

Bennett Burleigh writes to ‘the 
Daily Tetegraph from Chefoo thai 
in the assault the Japanese lost 4000 
men. They captured two more of 
the northeastern forts, and a third 
which is pari of Kekwan fort. They 
claim to have effected a . lodgement 
at Pidgeon bay, thus turning the 
fort on 203 metre hill and that they 
are now tunné¢iing from the gorge be- 
fow Laotie hill which they hope first 
to damage then to rush. The dis- 
patch concludes: “Desperate fighting 
occurs every day and the losses are 
said, ta be excessive but the Jap- 
anesé expect that Port Arthur must 
fall -within twenty-one days.” The 
Morning VPost’s correspondent at 
Shanghai, te‘egraphs that wireless 
communication has. been established 
hetween the Russian consul at Che- 
foo and the Fort Arthur garrison.

announcement of its existence. How-

The 
jewellery is valued at s400 and was 
pawned for $15 yesterday by a man 
answering the description of Furlong.

The Canadian Northwest _ 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section ef De- 
inion Lands in Mazitoba or the 


Northwest Territories, excepting § 
ano 26, which has sot been iome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by. 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter s2e- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister cf the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner ef Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land i= 
situate, receive autherity for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.60 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead ia required by the pre- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
nd ths amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditious connected there- 
with, under one of the fcllowing 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cuitivation of the iand in 
each year during the term cf three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisiona of this Act, re 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing witk the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settier has obtained a pat- 
ent for hia homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pree- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for «a second homestead, the 
requirements of thia Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler lias his permanent 
residence upcn farming iand owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon saia ‘and. 

The term “vicinity used above in 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their accommodatica, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 80 acras substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties upes 
them first homesteads to entit!s 
them to patent on or before the @nd 
June, 1889, 

“very homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry canoalled, and ‘he land may be 
again thrown open for etry, 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of threr years, be- 
fore the local agerat, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Tuspeetor. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, ef his intention 
to do se.
